In Bres, the danger, immediate 
tliough ii may s'-cm, is never in- 
stantaneous. Th^re are alwaj's a 
few minutes iu which to seek for a 
means of safety. 

Talte a few examples: A 
woman's hair tak"s fire: she seizes 
a towel, wraps it around her he.id 
and then, runnin.i; rtipitlly to the 
l^ath loom, puts her heati under the 
faucet. Shii will e,^cape with very 
slight burning. You are cleaning 
your gloves with benzine and it 
catches (Ire. If the gloves aie on 
your hand it will be sufficient to 
Ihrust them under a rug or a 
cushion The flames will go out at 
once for lack of air 

Suppose you have committed the 
great imprudence of filling a kero- 
sene lamp white it is still liot; the 
kerosene has taken Hre, the lamp 
liasi fallen and the flames leap up to 
the ceiling Pull down the cur 
tains as qui(d<ly as you can and re- 
move any inflammable furnituie 
that is near; then throw wet cloths 
on the flamesto smother them. 
Never throw watei on burnin« oil; 
it floats (Ml the wner, luil when it 
has ceased to run and burns in 
separate spots, water may be used 
to exlinguish the burning ol>jects, 

A curtain takes Are: Remove the 
furniture at once, draw the curttiin 
to one side, and taking a wet cloth 
on a btoom, beat the cm lain with it 
You can then easily put out a 
fire that might have become serious. 

Going at night into a closet with 
a lighted candle you set fire to a 
diess. Do not try to pull it out ; you 
will only increase the damage 
Shut the door qub^kly and go for 
pails of water. You can throw in 
after opening the door again. You 
will perhaps ^iive some of your 
clothes, iind at any rale you will

Often an incipient blaze csm be 
very etisily put out. Varieus forms 
of iippar.itn.s havclieen invented lo 
assisi in siudi cases. They are of 
two kinds: 

One kind contains chemical sub 
sijinces that «ill produce, when 
mixed liy a simple movement, ear- 
b'tnic acid gus. This gas exerts 
pressnie on the water in the ap- 
paratus, which it proj"cts to a 
dislnnce. The cnpacity of such 
t<xlinguishers is liraiied lo admit six 
gallons. Beside this iheir mechan- 
ism is iielicate and at the memeni 
when you want to use them the 
8iopc> cks may lie rusted ,so tiiat 
they Will not turn. 

Buckets of water placed where 
they can easily be reached by the 
watchman are of greatei value; 
grenadi'S are also used in many cs- 
ttibli.shmeiits Here is what M. 
Felicon Michotte, an engineer \>ho 
has written ai> interesting book on 
the sutiject, 1ms to say: 

" Grenades are glass bottles con- 
taining a liquid which, either in 
contact with the fire or when the 
botth^ bre.iks, givesoff iion-coml>us- 
lilde L'ases that produce a soit of 
arMficial cloud, pievouting the 
iicci HS of air to the burning objects 
One of these liquids is made by 
dis.solviug twenty pounds of cook- 
ing sail and ten sal ammoniac in 
eight gallons of water. 

" This is all very well in theory, 
but practically it dotis not always 
work. The grenade must be thrown 
exHClly on (he fire. Now, in a mo 
ment of excitement the most skill- 
ful will throw it to one siile and 
there will be no result. Hut this is 
not "ill; there is real danger In 
the charity bazaar fire (here were 
irienades hanging along the wall;

James M Dodge, the president 
of the Amftrican Society of Mechan- 
ical Engineers, in a speech at the 
commencement of the Williiamson 
Tiade School iu Philadelphia, 
which is printed in S(. Nichohht, 
look til* novel view of a boy that 
he represents a " potential, invest- 
ment," and urged his ambitimis 
hearen» to " invest in them.selves " 
According to Mr. Dodire the 
average boy at 16 is worth $3000 — 
(hat is, he usually earns 5 per eeni 
interest upon that sum. or $3 a 
week. And one can calculate his 
own "capitalized' value by this 
rule: As many thousands invested 
as his salary per week amouuts for 
vacation or illiicss 

The boy who goes direct into a 
macliino shop, sccerding to Mr. 
Dodge's figures, incre^ises his capi- 
talized value to $7,400 at 1'.), when 
lie finishes his three years; to 
$13,200 at 21, when he becomes a 
full fledite<l workman, and to $15,- 
000 at 24, lieyond which tjme his 
vjilue and his eamini's do not much 
vary.

school, Mr. Dodge traces the value

learninir principles instead of set 
tasks which do not vary, iiicrcM e" 
liis c pitalizttlion mucli more raiid- 
ly Heeiiicrs (he shop ;t( 19 :>t $l'i 
per week, orcapitabzd ;i( $12,000.

Perhaps Ihe 5 per cent l)!i.«is is 
rather loo high for capitaliz ition, 
Oecause th<-re is alvva.\8 the ri'-k of 
sudden death and (he certainly ol 
death eventually. But so is there 
in these days dangi>r lo the man 
who has $25,000 inve-ted at a rate 
as high as 5 per cent in- 

vestments rule lower. 

Why should a young man lar > 
his trade tiettor in a (riilft guild 
than as an apprentice in a shop? 
asks Mr Dodge. 

"It has bet>n that a three years' 
course in a trades seool, in which an 
average of but in a few Ikuks a day 
are devo(ed to actual m.tuual labor, 
can in no way cmiijiare with three 
yi ars' time spent in a shop. I feel 
that this is a popular errt^r. 

" In shop work a man may spend 
months in repetition of the same 
task, to no ultimate advan age to 
the worker. Instead of his skiU 
being quickened it is dulled. He 
very quickly acquires tlie skill 
which is unconscious in its opera- 
tion, and like Ihe old lady with the 
knitting needle, can talk lo a fellow 
workman or ihiiik aud dream about 
far distant places and matters with 

out ill any w.-iv lessenili!' the r.ile of 

production.

Saws were used by the ancient 
E'.'yptians. One that was discov- 
ered witli several other carpenters' 
tools in a piivate tomliai Thebes is 
now preserved in the Biilish Mu- 
seum. Tlie blade, which appe;irs to 
be of brass, is ten and one half 
inches long and one and a quarter 
inches broad a«. the wiiJesi part. 
The teeth are irreuubir, and afipear 
lo have been formed by striking a 
blunt-edged iiislriimeiit ag.iiiist the 
edge of the plate, the liiirr, or 
rough shoulders, thus produced, not 
bi'iiig renioved. 

A paintiiiL.' copii'd in Rosellini's 
work on Egypt anliqniiies repre- 
sents a man using a similar saw, 
the piece ol wood that he is cutting 
b'ing h< Id between two uiniuht 
po^ts In other reitri'senlaiions the 
limtier is bound witn rop<'S to a 
singi" post, and in one, also copied 
by Roselliiii, the workman is en- 
uagi'il ill tighteniinf the rope, iniv 
iii'.' left the saw slicking bi ihe cut. 

In an engraviiiir given .:: the 
third volume of "Wilkinson's Man- 
n-'is and Ciistoiiis of ihe Ancient 
Ej/yplians," a saw is represented of 
mncli lar;.'!'!' dim"iisioii.s. iio length 
being, by comparison with Ih" man, 
not less than tlireo or foiii feet. It 
does not appear that the K;;yritian8 
iis<'d saws worked by two m"n. 

The invention of saws was vari- 
ously atlriliiited by Ihe Grer-ks to 
two or tiiree individuals, whoaie 
siip[»os<'d to hive t.iken Ihe idea 
from the jawbone of Ihe snake «)r 
Ihe blackboneol a fish. There is k 
very curious picture among (he 
remains discovered in the riiins of 
lb iciilanenm, reprep>cnliii[! the in- 
t"rior of a caipenter's workshop, 
with two genii cutting a piece of 
wood with a frame saw on on altar 
preserved in the Capitoline Museum 
at Rome there is a perfect lepre- 
Hcnfalion of a bow-saw, exactly 
rescmblinur, in tlie form of a fiame 
and the twisted (!ord for lightening 
it, those used liy modern carpiMilers. 
From these remains it is eviib^nt 
that these forms of the instruments 
were known to the ancients.

Xbe Clallautlet .Tlrmorlal. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D , by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. Tl.i- present Church 
is .'situated on 148to Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Av{nue,,and is built 
some twenly-five leet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a buihling as above 
indicated, whi«!h will form a facade 
to the tdiurch edifice and bi^ a center 
of relijiioiis an 1 hocmsI life amon^jst 
the silent peopl'-s. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this builditm, which 
would have completed the church 
with whicli his name has always 
been ass<jciated. This was in>t jier- 
niilted, and It is snguested as a 
tnoKi fitting memorial to him thai 
this work l»e now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

Tlie new building will occupy a 
plot of groiin ' forty five feet 

along the Bit >' and twenty- 

five feel in depth. It will b" three 
stories in heigia, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
litjioUH and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " 1'he Galhiu- 
det Memiirial Parish Building" will 
l>e about ft:}0,COO, and the buiidinn 
itself, in its po.'^ition and purpose, 
will form a con-^pii-uous inonninenl 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily end<*rse the memorial.
